LAST SAD RITES.

Many People Pay Honor to the Memory of
Mra, Parker,

The funeral of Mrs. J. J. Parker, held
at the Congregational church at 4 o’clock
yesterday afternoon, was largely at-
tended, not ouly by members of the
c¢hurch which she had served long and
faithfully as pastor's wife, but by those
of ull other churches in the city, who
had learned tolove and honor the beau-
tiful life which had been brought 1o a
clogse, The service was simple yet im-
pressive, every tone of speaker. every
song of choir and every action of the
congregation betokening love for the de.
parted and sorrow that her life's work
was ended.

The majority of them
bave been sent to Oxnard, whore profer-
ence is given in all cases to Chino men,
Some have been sent to Oro Grande to
the lime quarries, A force will still be
necessary here at the factory while har-
vest is in progress weighing, sampling,
tareing, nnalyzing and unloading.
The management of the factory tells as
